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(57) ABSTRACT 

An aerosol solvent weld cement composition for joining 
ends of plastic pipe. The composition contains at least one 
polymer capable of welding the plastic pipes to each other, 
at least one solvent for the polymer, and at least one 
propcllant for the polymer/solvent solution. The composi- 
tion is maintained under pressure greater than atmospheric 
pressure in an aerosol container. A female omnidirectional 
valve is disclosed for use in the aerosol container. This valve 
comprises a valve body having an omnidirectional attach- 
ment which contains a check valve container made up of a 
constricted lower end, a top surface, a lateral opening, and 
a check ball for opening and closing passageways. This 
valve allows the solvent weld cement composition to be 
applied to pipes from any angle.
